ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES 


On the 28th of January 1970, the Executive Vice President 
of the Board of Trustees announced the creation of the position 
of Vice President for Management of the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
and concurrently announced that Eugene E. Myers, at that time 
Dean, Corcoran School of Art, would fill the position. The 
Management Office, an expansion of the Comptroller's Office, is 
charged with responsibility for budget development and control, 
central procurement, developing financial reports, personnel 
administration, and any other management duties assigned it by 
the Executive Vice President for the Corcoran complex. 


PROJECTS 


Centralized Procurement . As one of its prime functions, 
the Management Office established procedures for centralized 
procurement of stationery, office supplies, and equipment. This 
function should produce a savings of $7,000.00 - $8,000.00 per 
year in the purchase of the above items. 


Budget Development and Control . During March, the Office 
of the Vice President for Management developed recommended proce¬ 
dures for budget development by the individual departments of 
The Corcoran Gallery and School of Art, and recommended procedures 
for the control of expenditures of budgeted funds.

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The Dean of the Art School, Mr. Myers, reported that 666 
students had been enrolled in the Fall Term and 615 in the Spring 
Term, of which 134 and 131, respectively, were full-time diploma 
candidates. He presented a proposed schedule of tuition and 
fees for the 1969-70 School Year and a proposed budget, which 
included increases in salanies for certain members of the staff 
and faculty of the Art School. Following due consideration, the 
proposed new schedule oF tuition and fees and the budget for the 
1969-70 School Yean were approved as presented. 

Mr. Myers reported also on the operation of the Columbia 
DivisTcm* of the Corcoran School of Art. During the Fa I I Term 
there were 20 students registered and the Division lost $6,792, 
while 67 students were registered for the Spring Term and the loss 
was cut to $5,048. Mr. Myers pointed out the many advantages to 
the Gal Iery from the operation of this School in the new city of 
Columbia and recommended that it continue to receive the support 
of the Gallery. He estimated that the Columbia Division would 
break even when its enrol Iment reaches 90 students. 

Mr. Lottes presented his quarterly report on membership, the 
sales desk and the rental gallery, showing: (a) total membership 
of 4,572 as of March 31, 1969, an increase of 532 members since 

January I, 1969; (b) sales of $(>,764.64 For the first qurater of 

1969, an increase of $640.02 over the corresponding period in 1968; 
(c) attendance for the first quarter of 59,068, an increase of 
26,583 over the first quarter of 1968 - largely attributable to 
the successful 1969 Biennial; and (c) art rental and sales income 
of $4,493 for the first quarter, a decrease of $1,417.50.

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The Chairman of the Women's Committee reported on the 
activities of her Committee during the first quarter of 1969.

In Executive Session, the following matters were considered 
and action taken by the Board of Trustees:

February 19, 1969 


The meeting was called to order by the Chairman, Mr. Finley, 
those present being Messrs. Hamilton, Glover and Gray. The Exec¬ 
utive Vice Presidentj Director, Assistant Director and Curator were 
also present. 

The Director reported that the sum of $16,604.70 was avail¬ 
able for the purchase of works of art. Works on consignment for 
sale have a valuation of $10,109.00. 

Your Committee - authorized the Director to make further in¬ 
vestigation into the possibility of purchasing the John Singer 
Sargent portrait of Madame Francois Buloz offered at 30,000 
francs or approximately $6,000. 

Your Committee suggested that the Director try to bring the 
Sam Gilliam Breeze up before The Friends of The Corcoran for poss¬ 
ible purchase by The Friends. 

Your Committee approved the purchase of John Flanagan’s 
Drawing from R. M. Light and Co. for $1,515.00. 

Your Committee approved the purchase of Max Weber's draw¬ 
ing, Model , 1912, from Downtown Gallery for $1,350.00. 

Your Committee approved the purcahse of C. S. Price, 
Abstraction #4 from Downtown Gallery for $3,500.00. 

Your Committee approved the purchase of Daniel Huntin- 
ton's drawings, Portrait and Profile , ($300.00), Pos terior 
View of Skeleton (($150.00), and Swift Water ($3511700)"from 
Ira Spariierman. 

Your Committee voted not to acquire the John Marin water- 
color, White Lake, Sullivan County for $1,800.00.

sold through Hirschl and Adler at the stipulated price of"”$25,000. 

Your Committee declined to offer the Childe Hassam, The 
Old House at Easthampton , but if a buyer should be found for the 
work, that it might be brought up at a future meeting.

Your Committee approved the following exhibitions whole¬ 
heartedly: the Norman Bluhm exhibition, the Vincent Longo exhi¬ 
bition, the Yousuf Karsh exhibition, and the George Lee exhibition.

Pathetic Song and S. F. B. Morse’s, The Old House of Repre- 
sentatives to the Metropolitan exhibition, ”19th Century 
America”, April 13-August 9, 1970 with the stipulation that 
The Old House of Representatives receive special handling and 
that the unpacking and hanging be accomplished with a member 
of the Corcoran curatorial staff present. 

Your Committee approved the loan of the Bernard Palissy 
platter to the Worcester Art Museum for March 27 - May 25, 

1969. 

Your Committee approved the loan of the Three Roundels from 
The Legend of St. Crispin of the Clark collection to Metropolis - 
tan Museum exhibition "The Year 1200”, for February 14 - May 10, 

1970, with the express stipulation that the Metropolitan Museum 
pay for removal of the Roundels as well as the usual shipping 
and insurance charges. 

The Assistant Director reported briefly on the proposed 
new insurance policy which would extend the coverage of the 
collection and of exhibitions. He recommended that additional 
insurance at the cost of $1,000 per annum be added to cover 
breakage. Your Committee felt that this was not the proper 
time to bring the matter up and suggested that it be put on 
the agenda for the next Board meeting. 
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The Director brought up the idea of having the Gallery open 
Wednesday and Thursday nights for two weeks during the period the 
Biennial was up. Your Committee approved this idea with the thought 
that admission should be charged on those two nights. 

The Director further mentioned participation in the Longview 
Foundation, a foundation that would make available recent works 
of art at a reasonable price. Your Committee voted to support 
the suggestion with the proposed sum of $6,000. This is to be 
brought up further at the next Board meeting. 

As there was nothing further to discuss, the meeting adjourned 
at 12:00 noon.
